Nor was anything said then either 
about "seeking to regulate" adver- 
tising as such. What the original 
statement did say had reference to 
the use of the capital resources of a 
company for selling purposes, in- 
cluding advertising Here was the 
exact language in the Nov. 7 press 
release:

What was said in 
that press release, of course, was a 
precedent in itself. For the depart- 
ment of justice undertook to an- 
nounce what it would or would not 
regard as monopoly in the use of 
capital resources for advertising 
and publicly interpreted its own 
action as a step "toward restricting 
advertising to its proper 
field— 


which is the promotion of sales— 
and toward preventing its use for 
the fastenng 
of monopoly and 


monopolistic practices." 


Regulates Monopoly 


This, to be sure, doesn't regulate 


advertising, 
but does 
regulate 


monopoly, and that's why a denial 
such as was transmitted by the de- 
partment of justice to the maga- 
zine "advertising and selling" does 
not go to the heart of the matter. 
The department of justice is seek- 
ing criminal indictments in many 
different fields of business. It has 
a large group of indictments pend- 
ing now against executives in the 
oil business and in the milk busi- 
ness, and Mr. Arnold specifically 
mentioned both those industries in 
his Nov. 7 press 
release decrying 


the use of advertising money by 
large companies as against smaller 
competitors. When the new "con- 
sent decrees" are offered, therefore, 
as a means of settlement, they may 
conceivably include restrictions on 
advertising. But 
presumably this 


couldn't be the department of jus- 
tice doin^ the restricting at all. 


• It would be a "voluntary" act on 
the part of those seeking to escape 


its funds for the negotiation of "con- 
sent decrees" obtained in connec- 
tion with criminal indictments. 


If the anti-trust laws are inade- 


quate, a committee of congress is 
investigating what should be done 
about it. but meanwhile the de- 
partment of justice is, in effect, leg- 
islating what business can or can- 
not do, and negotiating "consent 
decrees" that go beyond actual law 
violations and include the stoppage 
of business practices which one 
agency of the government alone as- 
sumes that right to allow or dis- 
allow.

TRADE PACTS WITH ENGLAND 


AND CANADA 


The trade agreements which were 


signed last week between Britain and Can- 
ada on one side and our own government 
on the other are likely to occupy an im- 
portant place in public discussions for a 
long time to come. 


The direct effort of the Roosevelt ad- 


ministration to take tariffs out of politics 
•where they have become soaked in bitter- 
ness and partisanship for over a hundred 
years will always stand as one of its great 
achievements. 


The people should never be misled by 


some criticism of the agreement, however 
just, into condemning the method which 
is orderly and intelligent. 


We will hear plenty about the fact that 


our import duty on live pork is cut in two 
as compared to the previous act of the 
same administration in destroying count- 
less porkers and burying them in quick 
lime. But even such manifest blunders 
should not mean a departure from the 
methods the administration has employed 
in encouraging foreign trade. 


Logrolling is an old habit with legis- 


lators. Joe votes for John's bill and John 
votes for Joe's. Pete insists on a heavy 
tariff for Mike's goods and Mike stands by 
Pete. As a result efforts at writing sensi- 
ble tariff measures have become about as 
intellectual as though copied from an out- 
line created by hungry hens scratching for 
food. 


Mr. Hull who has supported and direct- 


ed our trade agreements sought to end the 
near chaos that existed under our former 
methods and gathered together for that 
purpose trade experts whose purpose was 
to estimate what respective nations could 
use the goods of other nations without 
conditionally affecting 
their own pro- 


ducers. When one considers that the trea- 
ties just concluded cover 621 different 
items it is manifest that controversies will 
occur and errors develop. It may be said, 
too, that we have not pursued this policy 
long enough to know whether it is an im- 
provement over our ancient ways but it 
will have to be wretched in the extreme 
to be worse. 


The people cannot fairly judge the re- 


sults of such a proceduce short of several 
years' experience under varying condi- 
tions. How otherwise can we determine 
whether the anticipation of greatly in- 
creased trade and therefore prosperity is 
capable of realization? 
Whatever errors 


develop, unless their harm be critical, 
should be accepted during this course of 
experiment, and conclusions should be 
held in abeyance until sufficient facts are 
produced by the operation of the treaties 
to justify safe judgments. 


WISCONSIN WIPES OUT THE CIVIL 


WAR DEBT 


By the transfer of certain amounts of 


money from the general fund to the school 
fund the Emergency Board has at last 
wiped out Wisconsin's indebtedness cre- 
ated during the Civil war to equip Wis- 
consin regiments. 


While this debt was one in name only 


for a long time in that the state had 
bought up its old bonds while they were 
selling at a discount, the fact that it was 
still kept alive supports a claim of weak- 
ness in our form of government against 
which we should not shade our eyes be- 
cause that process will not cure the ail- 
ment. 


Democracies, in other words, never pay 


debts unless there is some sort of force 
used to accomplish that end. 


The makers of the Wisconsin constitu- 


tion were smart enough to recognize that 
weakness in human nature. 
They pro- 


hibited the creation nf any debt by the 
state excepting during war and further 
added that when municipalities incurred 
debts they must be paid within 20 years. 
This provision could only have been in- 
cluded in the fear that its absence would 
lead to eternal debts, each council extend- 
ing the obligations of preceding councils 
but never forgetting to create debts of its 
own. 


The ssme weakness is present in our 


tax laws. With rare exceptions we never 
repeal a tax. We make new taxes, and we 
keep old taxes. But we don't repeal. 


We have had Emergency Taxes. They 


have been created on the promise that of 
course as soon as the emergency passed 
the tax would be repealed. 'But have they 
been repealed? Nay. nay. Pauline, noth- 
ing of that kind.

pressed to raise taxes because of its spend- 
ing program, has already started to tell the

Of course it is to be expected that any- 


one who was attractive to and attracted 
by women would stimulate a lot of stories 
that hardly stopped at the risque, but the 
historian whose purpose is to discover his 
character without splash of virtues or con- 
cealment of defects, says: 


"Always a person himself. Franklin 


treated every woman as if she were a 
person too, and made her feel more 
truly one than ever. Because he loved, 
valued and studied women, they were 
no mystery to him and he had no fear 
of them. Statesman and scientist, pro- 
foundly masculine, he took women into 
account as well as any other force of 
nature."

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Olds are Interesting Class 


Of Birds for Study in Winter

A few days ago, a woman in my 


nature study class called me and 
told me of an enormous owl which 


, had found its way into the city and 
was seen perched in the trees of 
her yard. The 
bird was seen 
one eve ning, 
very early the 


f following morn- 
, and again that 
. evening. Be- 


cause it 
was 


never seen dur- 
' ing the day but 
, always 
a f t e r 


dark or in the 


• dusk 
of early 


morning she 
could not give

me a complete description of it. 


In order to get a better look at 


it members of the family turned a 
strong flashlight on it but all they 
could see was that the bird was 
enormous, had a face like a monkey 
and appeared to be striped perpen- 
dicularly on the abdomen. 
The 


"monkey face" suggested a barn 
owl, 
because, although all of our 


owls have the suggestion of that 
animal in their facial features, the 
barn owl with its round head and 
the dark heart-shaped rim of feath- 
ers which outlines its white face 
resembles a monkey more than any 
other owl. 


Hard to Identify 


Two things, however, excluded 


the possibility that the bird might 
be a barn owl. One was its size 
and the other the description of 
the coloring on the under parts. 
The barn owl is one of our me- 
dium-sized species and this bird 


was described as so large that in 
its flapping from tree to tree-, it 
suggested an eagle. 
The longi- 


tudinal stripes on its 
abdomen 


must have been very distinct in 
order to be seen by flashlight, and 
the barn owl's under parts are 
light with darker specks. 


I decided that bird must be one 


of our two largest owls, either'the 
great horned owl or the great gray 
owl. For several reasons the gray 
owl seems to be the more likely 
one of the two. The long tufted 
ears or horns of the former bird 
are placed on top of the head, a 
feature which lessens its resemb- 
lance to a monkey. The abdomen 
of the horned owl is barred trans- 
versely 
with 
black 
while 
the 


gray owl has a light gray abdo- 
men, striped up and down, with 
dark. 


My final reason 
for 
thinking 


that the bird might be the great 
gray owl instead of 
the 
great 


horned is that, of the two, the 
gray is more apt to be a city visi- 
tor than the horned. The horned 
owl is a permanent resident whec-

as far soath as northern Illinois, 
but many winters it never crosses 
the border into the United States 
at all, so its appearance is always' 
a novelty. If you are keeping a 
bird record chart, and the gray 
o\\l comes into your range you can 
class it as a "rare winter visitor." 


The food of the gray owl con- 


sists of rabbits, squirrels and other 


small animals. Occasionally it de-, 
vours small birds but it is not as 
destructive along that line as the 
great horned owl which, by 'the 
way is the only owl in the state not, 
given legal protection. The cry of 
the gray owl resembles that of the 
more common screech owl.

Its call is 
not a screech but a whimpering 
cry. The saw-whet is the tiniest of 
all. being no longer than a spar- 
row but its thick fluffy 
feathers 


gne it a larger appearance.

cause of the habit of ruffing their 
downy feathers all owls appear 
larger than they actually are. 


A few years ago in this column 


I described the finding of a saw- 
whet owl in a wood a few miles 
out of town Richardson's owl I 
ha\c never seen It is said to be an 
irregular winter visitor to the state 
It is about the same size as the 
screech owl. In describing 
this 


class of birds I have not mentioned 
coloration very much because it 
may be confusing. Most owls have 
two phases of coloring, a light 
phase and a dark phase, or a gray 
and a red phase. These colors are

year 
' 


Within recent jcars owl* are be- 


coming more popular with conser- 
vationalists because it is found, 
that through their killing of ro- 
dent and insect pests they are more 
beneficial than harmful. Th»tr food 
is caught with their feet and de- 
voured whole, the waste, such as 
bones and skin, later disgorged in 
the form of pellets. Because more 
varieties are found here in winter 


than In summer, this class of bird* 
should make an interesting subject 
for winter study.

She is clean in the house and less 
apt to become a tramp if given the 
freedom of the yard. 


Authorities believe her to 
be 


equal or superior to the male rt 
hunting, and when she is in the 
field she works, rather than going 
through thc antics that the males 
must perform before starting. The 
female is certainly more modest 
and causes less neighbor com- 
plaints.

If the bitch is not to be used for 


breeding, she may be spayed (not 
spaded) by a qualified veterinarian. 
Properly done, this operation al- 
ters the dog, making seasons and 
reproduction impossible. A vet of 
our acquaintance has altered more 
than 200 bitches this year, attesting 
to the success of the spaying opera- 
tion. Proper spaying does not ruin 
a dog's usefulness as a hunter, or 
otherwise, and she will not become 
fat and lazy if properly fed and ex- 
ercised.

Every day high-browed college professors 


marry little nitwits. Shrewd business execu- 
tives are lured to the altar by gold-diggers 
young enough to be their granddaughters, 
and men's seventh wives are no more sure 
to be their hearts' desires than their first 
ones were.

Hypnotism 
I—MESMER 


In the year 1774, an Austrian doc- 


tor made a test with magnets. His 
name was Franz Anton Mesmer, 
and he was 41 years of age. 


A young woman, Franzl Oester- 


lin, wanted him to cure her of the 
troubles from which she suffered. 
We are told she had attacks of 
toothache, earache, and swooning 
and paralysis. 


Mesmer supposed there was a 


power in iron magnets to cure some 
kinds of diseases. He tied two mag* 
nets to her feet, and hung another 
one around her neck. 


Just A Few Left 


And They'll Soon Be Gone Al This 


Mesmer. 


In his own story of what happen- 


ed next, Mesmer says sharp pains 
shot through the patient's body, and 
that she perspired freely. Later he 
gave her 
other treatments with 


magnets, and in a few months she 
was 'pronounced welL" Five years 
later, 
Wolfgang Mozart, 
famous 


master of music, saw Franzl Oes- 
terlem in Vienna, and wrote to his 
father that he was amazed to find 
her "so fat and healthy." 


That event marked the start of a 


new method of treatment by Mes- 
mer. He cured, or tried to cure, 
scores of other patients with mag- 
nets. His fame spread over Austria 
and Germany, but he made enemies 
among the doctors, and was called a 
"quack." Before long, he was or- 
dered to leave Vienna. 


Going to Paris in 1778, Mesmer 


was at first looked upon as a "won- 
der-worker," but he did not win the 
trust of most doctors. He tried to 
explain how he was able to cure 
people, but his account was no 
clear. 


Mesmer treated a large number 


of patients in Paris, and some o: 
them were rich. At length they 
raised a large sum of money—300, 
000 louis—for him, and he set up a 
hospital of a sort. 


By this time, Mesmer had given 


up the idea that iron magnets were 
needed to cure people. Instead he 
claimed to use "animal magnetism." 


A widely known French physi 


cian, Dr. d'Eslon, joined Mesme 
and acted as his chief assistant, A 
the hospital, or clinic, there wer< 
darkened rooms. The patients cam 
in and formed a circle, holding 
hands. Soft music played whil 
Mesmer and d'Eslon touched the 
patients with lang wands. Then thi 
patients went into "convulsions, 
often weeping, coughing or laugh 
ing for two or three hours. In many 
cases, they seemed to be cured o 
their illness at the end of the con 
vulsions. 


A committee of scientists made : 


study of "animal magnetism," an< 
then reported they could find n 
proof that a "magnetic fluid" exist 
ed. This report was a heavy blow 
to Mesmer, but he went on treatin, 
patients.

A Fine Achievement 


In describing the new 
trade 


agreements it is no doubt conveni- 
ent to say that the -United States 
has granted "concessions"' on cer- 
tain articles made in the United 
Kingdom and that in return it will 
receive "benefits" on certain ar- 
ticles made in America. 
But the 


words "concessions" and "benefits" 
are misleading. 


Let us take as an example 
a 


single item in these 
voluminous 


agreements. The British duty on a 
standard typewriter manufactured 
in the United States is reduced from 
$22.50 to $17.50. This is listed in the 
summaries as a British "concession" 
to the United States. But what does 
it actually mean? It means that 
British business men and British 
government departments will be 
able to buy typewriters for at least 
$5 less than they are now paying. 
Can it be said with accuracy that 
an arrangement which enables an 
Englishman to buy his typewriter 
more cheaply is a 
"concession"? 


Does he not save money on the cost 
of running his business? And does 
not this saving enable him to sell 
his product more cheaply? 
And 


therefore to sell more of it, or :o 
make bigger profits and, therefore, 
to have more income for invest- 
ment in British industry? 
Redaction In Price 
Opens New Market 


Surely, it is clear that these so- 


called "concessions" are 
in 
fact 


benefits to the consumer, and that 
an agreement Tjfhich enables Amer- 
ican manufacturers to sell more to 
Englishmen who can now buy more 
typewriters at a lower price is a 
reciprocal benefit. But what about 
the British manufacturer of type- 
writers? He will complain, of course 
that the agreement will either re- 
duce his sales, or compel him to 
reduce his prices and thus reduce 
his profits. It must be admitted that 
he may ruffer at first, but it is, 
nevertheless, by no means certain 
that in the long run even he will 
suffer. For if typewriters become 
cheaper in the United 
Kingdom, 


there will be more 
typewriters 


bought. 
For if typewriters become cheaper 
in the United Kingdom, there will 
be more typewriters bought. 


We can see clearly how 
this 


works in the case of American au- 
biles that American families can 
cr to operate than foreign automo,- 
biles thaat American families can 
buy cars when European families of 
the same income still regard a car 
as an unattainable luxury. So it is 
for typewriters. We use more type- 
writers in America because type- 
writers are cheaper in America, and 
if British typewriters become cheap- 
er, people who never had a type- 
writer will begin to think of buying 
one. A reduction in price opens up 
a new market, and there is no rea- 
son why the British manufacturer 
should not make up his immediate 
losses by getting a share of the new 
and larger market. 
There's No Such Thin? 
As a, One-Way Trade 


Even if it were true, however, 


that the British manufacturer lost 
some of his sales, it is he rather 
than the British people as a whole, 
who has made a "concession." And 
if he has made a "concession," the 
"beneficiary" is not 
merely the 


American manufacturer 
of type- 


writers but all the British manu- 
facturers who have to buy typewrit- 
ers in order to conduct their busi- 
ness. 


But it is not only the British 


buyers of typewriters who gain. 
Suppose that as a result of this ar- 
rangement an Englishman doing 
business in London buys an Ameri- 
can typewriter for, say $115. How 
does he pay the American manu- 
facturer in American dollars? He 
does not have any American dol- 
lars. He has only British pounds 
sterling. Obviously he, or his bank- 
er, has to sell about 23 British 


pounds to some American who has 
115 American dollars. Now what 
does the American do who has 23 
British pounds do with his money? 
He cannot spend it in the United 
States. He has to spend it eventual- 
ly, does he not, inside the United 
Kingdom or at least within that 
part of the British Empire where 
pounds sterling are currency. So 
some British producer eventually 
sells 23 pounds worth of British 
goods to an American. Thus total 
British trade is at least as great as 
it was; some Briton the equivalent 
of what the Briton has brought 
from 
the 
American 
typewriter 


manufacturer. 


Obviously, in real life the trans- 


actions are much more complicated 
than this. But no matter how com- 
plicated they are, the essential prin- 
ciple is always the same. For every 
sale of goods there is another sale 
of goods, and there can be no such 
thing as one-way trade. The only 
one-way movement of goods that is 
possible is through 
charity or 


through robbery. If we gave type- 
writers to Englishmen without get- 
ting paid in English goods, that 
would be charity. And when na- 
tions seize a city and loot it, there 
is no trade. But except when the 
goods constitute a free gift or are 
stolen, the sale of goods is an ex- 
change of goods. 
Can't Make Omelets 
Without Breaking: Eggs 


If we keep these underlying prin- 


ciples clearly in mind, it is evident 
that these new trade agreements 
must benefit the whole 
English- 


speaking world. Whether or 
not 


there will be some local and tempo- 
rary dislocations remains to 
l>e 


seen: the great care with which the 
treaties have been negotiated indi- 
cates that the disturbances will 
probably be as limited as possible. 
That there will be some disturb- 
ances is, however, inevitable. 
For 


no omelet can be made without 
breaking some eggs. 


These agreements will tend—how 


much it is difficult to estimate—to 
make the British and the American 
total production of wealth more ef- 
ficient and therefore the better able 
to support the costs armaments and 
of the social services. Thus, to came 
back again to the typewriters, if 
this agreement should cut into the 
British production of type-writers, 
it will make available for the ex- 
pansion of the airplane industry a 
certain amount of skilled mechan- 
ical labor. Since it is more neces- 
sary for the British to produce air- 
planes than typewriters, it is better 
that they should buy these type- 
writers from us if they can get the 
typewriters by selling us goods they 
produce more efficiently and there- 
fore more cheaply than we do. 


Though it is of no importance. 1 


am impelled to say that the agree- 
ments signed on Thursday are far 
more imposing and substantial than 
I thought was possible after.Munich 
Mr. Hull's noble and persevering 
faith .has been finally vindicated, 
and I. for one, am happy to 
ac- 


knowledge that I -vas mistaken. 


The fact of the matter is that th2 


forces of resistance and recovery 
among the free people are 
very 


much stronger than it seemed pos- 
sible they could be after the disas- 
trous panic which culminated al 
Munich. And while this does not 
mean that the dangers are less than 
they were, or that the effort to re- 
gain the preponderance for 
the 


law-abiding peoples can be relaxed 
or that it as yet is even effectively 
under way, it does mean that the 
panic is over, that the demoraliza- 
tion has been stopped and that en- 
lightened statesmanship is 
still 


available over a large part of the 
earth's surface.

It is the job of the adjutant's of- 


fice to obtain redress from the war 
department and the federal govern- 
ment for veterans, and their de- 
pendents. 
Often, it was said, the 


division helps to call to the atten- 
tion of the national government 
claims which had not occurred to 
the veterans themselves. 


Frequently large sums are paid 


in cases where it can be proved that 
the veteran's government insurance 
was in force between the time of 
his discharge from the army and his 
death. 


If the veteran was permanently 


disabled during this period, his in- 
surance automatically remained in 
force, but the adjutant general's of- 
fice investigation must prove that 
he was permanently and totally dis- 
abled. 


Likewise, if the veteran did not 


receive his $60 discharge bonus, it 
applied toward keeping his insur- 
ance in force.
